London - , May 11.— In tho House of Com- 
mona to-day in committee on tho ilome 
Rulo bill, William Redmond moved an 
amendment that the two branches of tho 
Irish Lofjialaturo bo designated the Sonute 
and the Ilouao of Commons. 

Irish Chief Secretary Morley opposed the 
motion. 

T. W. Russell, Unionist; rcmurked that 
after the bill had passed, tho Irish could 
call thoir legislature Parliament or any- 
thing. 

G. Lnwson, Conservative M.P. for Thirsk, 
created roars of laughter by pronouncing 
tho Celtic word for "Commons," and sug 
gesting its adoption as the designation of 
the Irish lower house. 

Tho amendment was rejected by a vote of 
482 to :u 

George Barllet, Conservative for Nortli 
Islington, moved tho omission of tho lirat 
clause of the Homo Rulo bill. 

Timothy Healy, auti-l'arnellite for North 
Louth, inquired Whether it was in order to 
discuss the rejection of the wholo bill on a 
motion thus concerning but one particular 
lause. 

The chairman ruled that tho motion was 
in order. 

Rt Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, leader of 
tho Liberal Unionists, commented upon the 
scarcity of amendments proposed by tho 
supporters ot the Government. Ho sup- 
posed they recognized tho fact that the bill 
was only a sham one, and therefore pro- 
posed amendments only "pour fuiro riro. " 
He was anxious to know what wero tho in- 
tentions of tho Government concerning 
Ulster. \Vaa there any plan that Ulster 
should ho excluded from the operation of 
tho bill ? Ho believed that such exclusion 
should be provided for. He should regard 
tho Ulster nien as doing wrong if they 
should reject any arrangement to except 
them from Home Rule. According to the 
bill, they would be all the better able to de- 
fend tho right of tho minority in tho rest of 
Ireland if they should have a Government 
of their own, than if they should 
ho merely part of the minority in 
tho Dublin Parliament. In conclusion 
Mr. Chamberlain reverted to tho subject of 
the abstention of the Liberals from offering 
amendments, and asked why the Irish mem- 
bers had so suddenly become dumb 1 

As ho closed, Lord Randolph Churchill 
sprang up and excitedly charged Timothy 
Healy with remarking that Mr. Clitunoer- 
luin seemed to be under the weather. 

Mr. Healy at once protested that ho had 
said nothing at all. I 

Several Irish members explained simul- 
taneously that when Mr. Chamberlain said 
he Nationalists wero dumb somebody had 
responded : "You are never dunib. It 
would be better if you were." 

This explanation provoked a scene of 
confusion, which was ended by the chair- 
man s cat] for order. 

Rb. Hon. Mr. Gladstone denied the truth 
of Mr. Chamberlain'H insinuations that the 
supporters of tho Government had closed 
their ears to argument. The Government, 
he said, had already given the fullest ex- 
planation of tho bill and wished a fair and 
open discussion. They would not be 
driven, however, into obstruction and use- 
less debates. AS hen such debates were 
forced by tho Opposition tho t

Sir Charles claimed that 
Great Britain represented in thia contro- 
versy tho right of nations. 

In commenting upon tho seizures of 
Canadian vessels by Americans for seal 
catching in tho Kehring Sou, Sir Cliarlea 
insisted that seizures had been made on tho 
high seas without previous diplomatic ex- 
postulation. Mr. Bayard, when secretary 
of state, had never tried to justify tho 
seizures on the ground that the United 
States had property rights in seals. Here 
followed a sharp exchange of contradictions 
between Senator Morgan, American arbi- 
trator, Sir Charles Russell and K. J.

NICARAGUA'S REVOLT. 

The Rebels are In Complete Possession ot" the 
Country and Serious Trouble Is 
Feared. 

Washington, May 11.— Tho Nicurapuuu 
revolutionists havo practically overthrown 
the Government and are in com- 
plete possession of the Nicaragua 
canal. A dispatch received at the 
State department to-day, tolla of the 
victorious progress of tho revolutionary 
forces, and indicates the complete over- 
throw of the late administration. The 
dispatch received by Secretary Gresham wus 
from San Juan del Sur, a port on tho west 
coast of Nicaragua, by Mr. Newell, who is 
consul at Managua, the capital of the 
country. He states, in his message, that no 
communication ia to bo had with the cable 
ollico, and it is presumed from this that bo 
waa obliged to send his dispatch from 
Managua to San Juun del Sur by mail or 
messenger, in order that it might roach tho 
State department quickly. 

Mr. Newell's despatch, is substance, ia as 
follows: " The revolution commenced April 
28, headed by ex-l'resident Xavulle. The 
revolutionists hold Granada, Munuguu, 
Rivas, Contalea, Matagalpa and San Juan 
del Norte. They aro well armed, even hav- 
ing a good supply of gutling gunB. Tho 
Government forces number 2,000, poorly 
organized) but commanded by prominent 
generals. Tho Government forces mude 
three unsuccessful attacks on Managuu. 
Martial law has been declared and a decree 
bus been issued for a forced loan of 5000,000. 
It is learned from another authentic source 
that tho revolutionists are in possession of 
the Nicaragua cuuul, und it wus on 
this information and that contained 
in the despatch from Mr. Newell 
that Seeretury Gresham applied to 
Secretary Herbert for another vessel to be 
sent to Nicaragua. The Atluntu, now at 
New York, has ulready been ordered to 
proceed to Grcytown, off tho East coast; 
but as tho revolutionary movement is 



Cliarlea then proceeded to review tho 
diplomatic correspondence between Great 
Britain and the United States on the sub- 
ject of Behring Sea. Ho read extracts from 
a communication sent by Lord Salisbury in 
reply to a communication from Mr. Blaine, 
under date of January 22, IS0O, arguing 
that unless nations should agreo that 
pelagic sealing wus 'Contra bono-i, more 
seizures were not justifiable. 

Tho altercation which followed Sir 
Cliarlea Russell's assertion that Mr. Bayard 
hud never tried to justify the Behring Sea 
seizures on the ground tbut the United 
States had property iu tho seuls, wus so hot 
thut it threatened to jeopardize the whole 
arbitration. Sir Charles Russell, Senator 
Morguu, Lord Hnonen, Baron de Courcelles, 
Mr, Phelps and Justice Harlan spoke with 
high spiritB and occasionally with bitter- 
ness. Senator Morgan and Mr. Phelps de- 
clined to guurantee that the United States 
would accord damages for the seizures, even 
if the tribunal decided ugainst them. Lord 
Hannen exclaimed: "Then our wholo ar- 
bitration is useless und tho whole question 
will be re-opened." Finally tho difficulty 
was adjusted temporarily by tho decision 
thut tho diBcusBion of the question of 
liabilities be postponed. 



THE LOST MINE. 

It Is Again Discovered by Persistent; Pros- 
pectors. 

CimtDAHUA, Mex., May 11. — News 
reached hero to-day that the fumoua lost 
mino in the Chihuahua mountains \im been 
discovered by Mnrtin Lunier and Frank 
Pond, two Americans, who havo been 
searching for the property for Beveral 
months. About 20 years ago Lanier, his 
father und brother were travelling through 
tho Chihuahua mountains and camped on 
tho reservation of the Chihuahua Apaches. 
A member of this tribu showed the Laniors 
u number of gold nuggets und directed them 
to tho spot from which the weulth wus ob- 
tained, und they worked it for a few weeks, 
taking out several dollars' worth of gold 
with pick aud shovel, The Indiana one day 
made a raid on their camp and killed ono 
of tho brothers and took the other brother 
aud tho father prisoners. Tho two sur- 
vivors were released upon promiso to leave 
tho resorvution immediately. Lunier, the 
elder, drew u diagram of the situation of 
tho mine, which ho kept in hia possession 
until « few weeks ugo, when ho died. His 
Bon immediately fitted out nn expedition in 
Texas to Bearch for the lost mino and found 
it without any difficulty.

A plague of caterpillars is destroy- 
ing tho leuves, blos-oma and Bmall fruit in 
the apple and pear orchurds. 

SI rlltinc Hull HocUcrs. 

London, May 11.— A committee of the 
striking Hull dockers met a committee of 
employers to-day to conaider the terms of a 
settlement. An understanding will proba- 
bly be reached if tho strikers assent to the 
unlimited employment of non-union men, 
and thua confess virtuully that they have 
been beaten. 

Labor nn«l Commerce In Germany. 
Berlin, May 11. — Bankers and traders 
generully are subscribing liberally to tho 
fund for tho campaign in favor of tho Army 
bill. The National Liberals and the 
Rcickert Radicals have issued electorial 
manifestos. The Reiekert Radicals es- 
pecially advocate continuanca of the pres- 
ent commercial policy und opposition to the 
Imperialist, progrunuiie, which demands re- 
version to tho Biemarcklan commercial 
principles. Prince Bismarck in addressing 
a deputation of Lubeck artisans, said they 
ought to bo able to run a labor candidate 
for tho Reichstag. If they wero unsuccessful 
iu this, hesuid, their fuiluro would be owing 
to the unfavorable nature of the present 
election law. 

More Hebrew Evictions. 

Odessa, May 11, — The Jewish inhabit- 
ants of CaucaBiu have been ordered to move 
from their present homes to within tho 
southern pale. About one-third of tho 
Jewish population of Libau, the Baltic port, 
will be expelled within six months, greatly 
to the detriment of the town, in whicli they 
form an influential part of tho commercial 
community.

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METHODIST CONFERENCE. 

Annual Meeting 1 at Westminster— Busi- 
ness Disposed Of— First Draft 
of Stations. 



Report of the British Columbia College 
—Its Finances and Arrange- 
ments. 

(Special to tho Colonist.) 
WbSTMINSTER, May 11. — A very impor- 
tant meeting of the board oE trustees of the 
Rrilish Columbian Methodist college was 
hold last night. The Principal of tho col- 
lege presented his report of the year's work. 
The total expendituro for the eight months' 
work had been §6,500, und the total income 
from tuition, board, ote., $3,900. Exclud- 
ing furnishings, which are regarded us as- 
8)ts, the expenditure was about Jo, 000, 
leaving a deficit on tho year's account of 
$1,200, which is fully covered by subscrip- 
tions. 

Principal Whittington outlined the work 
and es' minted the cost of running tho col- 
lege for next year, tho attendance for the 
p .at being an average of 43. The number' 
now onrolled is 71. Two additional profes- 
sors will be needed and an assistant to tho 
lady principal, A theological department 
will be inaugurated, of two courses, one pre- 
paratory to entrance to the ministry, the 
other leading to the degree of S. T. L. The 
ge-.eral course will ho also of two kind*, the 
preparatory and one of three years, loading 
up to senior matriculation in Toronto Uni- 
versity. In tho ladies' department there 
will bo a course leading to the degrees of M 
K. L. and M. L. A., similar to tho leading 
Ladies' colleges in the blast. The total es- 
timated cost for tho next year is §12,000, 
and the income is pluced at $11, 100. 

Tho Hoard decided to adopt the report 
and endorse the arrangements for next year's 
■work. Several new oilers of sites were laid 
before (he Board, but they decided to ad- 
journ till Friday, when the question of u per- 
manent Bito will be determined. 

The Methodist conference was continued 
to-day. Rev. C. Bryant, Maple Ridge cir- 
cuit, applied to ba aupernumerated for one 
year, ou account of ill-health, which unfits 
him for regular work. His case wus re- 
forred to committee, which recommended 
avorably. 

Rev. T. E. Archor, of Salt Spring Island, 
asked for letters of standing, he having re 
solved to enter the foreign missionary work 
under Bishop Taylor, of Africa. Tho let- 
ters were granted. 

Tho usual examination of young ministers 
to be ordained was conducted by Ruv. C. 
Watson, Victoriu. The young men ae 
quitted themselves very creditably, the con- 
ference expressiag itislf well pleased with 
tlio answerB given, which covered a very 
wide and practical scope of subjects, dealing 
specially with the difficulties they were 
likely to meet with in tho work of the 
ministry. 

Rev. Joseph Hull, Vancouver, was 
elected president for the ensuing year on 
the third ballot, ho being closo run by Rev. 
T. M. Hall, of Kamloops. Rov. R. R. 
Maitland was elected secretary. 

Mayor Curtis was introduced by Rev. li 
R>bson, and welcomed the conference to 
the city. 

The secretary nominated Rev. Mr. Bay- 
ley and Mr. S. (lough, as assistant secre- 
taries. Rev. S. J. Thompson was appointed 
•correspondent of tho Christian Guardian, 
and Rev. S. Wilkinson reporter for the 
HVesley an of Halifax.

NAVAL DESERTIONS. 

Nsiubors of Foreign Sailors heave Their 
I Vessels to Bemaln in "Ithe Land 
of the Free." 

Nuw Yokk, May 11.— There has been 
ntioh desertion of sailors, marines and 
Bilkers from the English war vessels. Tho 
.•llicera think that a numbor will return to 
dity, and for that reason cannot givo out 
tke list or just how muny aco missing. Vico 
Admiral Sir John Hopkins said that tho 
loss on each ship in his squadron will bo 
from two to thrco per cent. Sovoral of tho 
officers und sailors of the Blake say that this 
is rather a small figure. One of the former 
said that 100 men were missing from the 
lilako's crow at colors this morning. Of 
these forty-three wero sailors and will be 
greatly missed. Tho others were mostly 
stokers. Tho complement of the ship is 
655. Sho will get away with 5'J5, the 
officers Btato, The Blako has tho biggest 
number ofideserters because hor time on the 
Atlantic seab;.ard will not bo up until IS!).") 
Tlio Australia has tho smallest number 
missing, which is because her time is nearly 
up, and tho mon are willing to spend four 
months for an honorable discharge. 

One of the deserters from the Blake is a 
warrant otlicor. Ho had tho berth of gun- 
ner, and his running away is a surpriHO to 
all hands. Admiral Hopkins, who is ono of 
tho most considerate of navigators, refused 
to give tho name of tho oflicor. "To bo 
charitablo," ho Haid, " I might say that the 
man having overstayed hisBhore leave, was 
ashamed to come back, but I could not do it 
iu his case. He was court-martialed several 



years ago for tho same offense. We can 
manugo to got along without him very well. 
As to thoso who have failed to remain, no 
effort will be mado to find them. If they 
are satisfied with Now York, let them stay 
there. I don't thiuk any of tho men have 
left us to join tho American navy becausu of 
increased piy. All have doubtless received 
somo offer to remain on shore. It is reaily 
too had that so many havo deserted, bo- 
cause tho admiralty may bo averse to send- 
ing ships horo again." Three Russian war- 
ships have lost about 105 men ull told. The 
loss from Froneh ships is very light. Tho 
sauio is die caso with tho Germans. 



FOR FIfrTY CENTS. 

What a Visitor Can See in Chlengo for a 
Nominal Sam— What the Extras 
Amount to. 

CHICAGO, May 11.— To sot at rest all 
doubts and misrepresentations in regard to 
tho coat of viewing tho World's Fair and ils 
various side attractions, Director-Gonoral 
Davis submitted a report to tho National 
Commission, showing what buildings and 
departments at tho Jackson park tho en- 
trance fee of fifty cents entitled a visitor to 
see, and at what places extra charge was 
mado, together with tho amount of such 
charge. 

The fen of SO cents churged for admission 
to tho World's Pair Columbian Exposition 
grounds, including tho midway pluisanoe, 
covers also admission to all buildings cf tho 
World's Columbian Exposition, including 
all special exhibition buildings allied 
with tho several great departments, tho 
lloors of galleries and the dome of tho ad- 
ministration building, the monastery of La 
R.tbida, containing all tho most valuable 
and authentic relics of Columbus now ex- 
tant, tho women's building and United 
States government building, the battle ship 
and all state buildings and pavilions of 
foreign nations. 

A list was also submitted of the special 
entertainments and outsido exhibits on the 
midway plaisance, to seo which the visitor 
must pay 10 cents to ;">0 cents in each caso. 
These include the streets in Cairo, with a 
band of Egyptians, the Irish village, Enjui- 
niuux village, panoramas and other such 
special exhibits made under concessions to 
private companies. To take in all of these 
will requiro an outlay of just $15.10. 

EUROPEAN UOSS1P. 

The Duke of York's Marriage to be Private- 
Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Asqulth. 

New Voiitv, May 11. — Edmund Yates 
cables from London : Tho wedding of the 
Duke of York and the Princess Victoria 
takes place in July, cither in London or at 
Row church, whero tho bride's mother was 
married twenty-seven years ago. If tho 
ceremony takes place in London, it will be 
in the privato chapel of Buckingham palace, 
on very much tho same lines as was tho 
marriage of the Duko and Duchess of Fife. 
Tho Princess of Wales is particularly anxi- 
ous that the wedding should be celebrated 
as quietly as possible. There was no en- 
gagement between the Duke of York and 
the Princess until Tuesday lust, und all the 
previous announcements wero purely specu- 
lative. The Duko of York and his brido 
will not take up their residenco at the 
paluce until the early part of next year. 
They arc to pass the autumn and winter ut 
Sandriugham, wherp they will live iu a cot- 
tage on the grounds, which has been en- 
larged and refurnished for them. 

News from Constantinople says that the 
Sultan hus desired Mrs. Murray Cookcsley 
to puint a full length portrait in oils of his 
favorite sou. The lady is to be congratu- 
lated, as it is tho first time an artist has 
been honored with such a command. It ap- 
pears that tho Sultan at first requested Mrs. 
Murray Cookcsley to paint a portrait of his 
little daughter, but the latter objected so 
.strongly that the intention had to be given 
up, and the order to paint the Priuce was 
substituted. 

Something like a split has occurred be- 
tween Gladstone and his Home Secretary. 
Mr. Afquith, it would appear, mado a ser- 
ious faux-pns in trying to rush tho Employ- 
ers' Liability bill, and not only did tho 
Premier inflict on hie lieutenant an almost 
unparalleled snub, publicly unsaying what 
what, he had said, but gavo him a warm 
talking to in private. Mr. Asquith, it is 
said, is not of tho mood to take his scolding 
lying down, and when Mr. Gladstone leaned 
forward on Friday to add his characteristic 
qualification to the positive assertion of the 
mouthpiece of tho Government, the Homo 
Secretary hardly took tho trouble to con- 
ceal his resentment. 



Outsell to Travelling. 

St. Louis, May 11. — A neatly dressed 
young lioman surprised people at tho Union 
depot last night by jumping through the 
window of a parlor car of the St. Louis <fc 
San Francisco road. As she fell in a heap 
on i he platform she cried : " I will not be 
locked up in the car." A policeman picked 
her up. She was crying bitterly. It was 
learned that sho was ou her way to an in- 
terior town on tho San Francisco road, and 
had asked someone to show her the right 
train. Sho had beeu referred to tho depot 
passenger agent of the line, and he con- 
ducted her to tho coach and found her a 
scat. As he went out he closed tho door. 
The girl, unused to travelling, thought it 
was locked. In the car wore a few passen- 
gers, all men, and this increased her alarm.

The convention is called in accordance with 
tho resolution passed by tho Legislature last 
winter requesting the Governor to corre- 
spond with the governors of other states, 
asking thorn to appoint commissioners to 
meet and to endeavor to formulate somo 
plan of doing away with tho coal union evil. 
The governors oi twenty-six states, among 
them Pennsylvania, Massachusetts and Il- 
linois, have sent favorable reports.

PROVINCIAL SU11VEYS. 



Arrangements Tliafc Have Been Made 
for Carrying 1 on the Season's 
Work. 



Names of Those Who Will Have Charge 
of the Parties— Sections to 
be Covered. 



During tho pastBoosionof the Legislature, 
following out the development policy of the 
Government, the sum of §50,000 was voted 
for tho purposo of carrying oa for 189.S tho 
work of surveying and exploring different 
sections and districts of the Province. The 
system which is to ba followed is practically 
that recommended by the Surveyor-General, 
Mr. Tom Rains, In his annual report, and 
ia accordance with this he has now made up 
his "lists" and decided upon tho pro- 
gramme for the season. 

The names of the gontleinon who will 
have ohurgo of tho different parties and the 
seotiona of tho country they will cover, are 
detailed below. The parties will ho got 
into the field us soon as possible, and most 
of then) will he able to work well into the 
fall, so that their reports will bo complete 
and comprehensive, containing a vastamount 
of reliable information such as could ba had 
in no oth r way. 

The first, and one of tho most important, 
of the surveys will ba made by Mr. W. S. 
Drewry, who has been entrusted with tho 
work of making a phototopographio report 
on the Kooleoay country, Unisia the first 
survey of tho kind to he made in the 
Province, and is a system which ia looked 
upon as being beyond all question the most 
suitublo for a mountainous country. The 
pictures obtained by the can. era can bo 
reduced to "plan," and the country will 
then be laid out in contour so accurately 
that from the map thus produced it will bo 
possible to loeito railways, roads, trails, 
etc., without further examination of the 
country. Thero is ulso un additional ad- 
vantage in this character of work— it is 
cheap, and tho expenditure of probably 
not more than two cents an 
aero will bring a very valuable 
section of tho Province into the knowledge 
of the general public. The survey can bo 
bo produced in book form in the shape of 
hand maps, etc., as to be available to all. 
The work can ba carried on up to the time 
the snow Dies, and as an evidence of how 
much can be accomplished, it may be said 
that a man can do more Beld work in tho 
summer than ho can plot during the winter. 
The reason of tho operations being com- 
menced in tho Kooteuay country, is that 
this is tho section of the Provineo now at- 
tracting most attention. This duos of work 
has recontly been adopted by tba Dominion 
lands branch of the Department of tho In- 
terior for the purpose of mapping the rail- 
way belt throughout British Columbia. 
Mr. Drury liaB had charge of the work for 
the Dominion, and tha Province ia to ba 
congratulated on securing tho services of so 
competent a Burvuyor. The party making 
this photo topographic survey, will be com- 
paritivoly small, consisting of possibly not 
more thau the chief, tho assistant, and a 
sufficient number of men to puck and cook. 
The detail work is curried on principally by 
means of the camera, tho photographs being 
afterwards reduced to plans by the inverse 
rules of perspective. 

Another party will bo headed by Mr. A. 
L. Poudrier, who, with Messrs. John 
Strathern, of Vancouver, and D. V. Thomp- 
son, of Victoria, will lay out the most 
available bind in the Chilratin and Chaco 
valleys, Tno character of these surveys ia 
the ordinary rectangular system as adopted 
by the Lands and Works Department. It 
is considered that these surveys will place a 
large quantity of first class agricultural 
land before tho public and make it avail 
able for settlement. It is understood that 
a good many settlers from Vancouver and 
vicinity arc now awaiting an opportunity of 
going into this district for the purpose of 
pre-empting, and these will probably go in 
with the surveyors and form the nucleus of 
what promises to be u lurge and growing 
settlement. The strength ol the combined 
parties will be from twenty to tweuty-five 
men, including chiefs and assistants. 

Mr. R. B Palmer, of Vancouver, will bo 
employed in laying out tho available portions 
of the numerous islands lying between Van- 
couver Island and the Mainland. By this 
means a good many acres of line agricul- 
tural laud at present practically unknown 
will doubtless be recorded, so that within 
easy reach of (he cities, there will be open- 
ings for farmers. The party, which will be 
of abou>; the usual biz. i, seven, will move 
from place to place in Siwash canoes or 
small boats. Tbr>y will work on until late 
in the fall when the rainy season sets in. 

One member of the firm of Garden, Her- 
mon 'c Bin well, of Vancouver, has been ap- 
pointed tocomplete the surveys already com- 
menced by them ut the north end ot Van- 
couver Island, where a comparatively large 
section of excellent grazing land is to bo 
found. The Lands and Works department 
have now in course of preparation in the 
Colonist lithographic department, a now 
and handsome detailed, engraved map of 
this section of tho Island, which is so ar- 
ranged that additions nuy ba made to it 
from time to time as the nuveys progress 
and information ih acquired. 

Messrs. John Coryell and F. H. Latimer 
will carry on i-oino needed purveys in tho 
Oiooyos district, where a railway will prob- 
ably he built in the near future, thus open- 
ing up that country for settlement;, which 
will be further facilitated by the result of 
this season's work. This district is also 
coming to the front as a mining country, 
there being a large deposit of coal, some 
placer and quartz mining, and lino prospects 
in the Kettle river country. It is also said 
to contain many acres of grazing land, at 
good as uro to be found uuywhero in the 
Province. 

Captain Jetnmett will do some exploring 
in the valley of tho Squumish river, which 
empties into llowo Sound. There is already 
a good settlement on Howe Sound and also 
on tho river, and doubtless, when it is better 
known how much timber, grazing and agri- 
cultural land thrrc is in that locality, there 
will bo an inrush of pre-emptors, This is 
the route of one of the proposed railways to 
tho Chilcotln country. Tho line is intended 
to run from Vancouver up to Howo Sound, 
and thence follow tho river into tho in- 
terior. 

Another party still will ho in charge of 
Mr. A. F.Cotton, of New Westminster, who 
will explore and "section" tho valley of 
the Klu-na-klons from its source, near Tatlo 
lake, in the Chllootin country, to where it 
empties into the sea at the head of Knight's 
inlet. This survey is undertaken for tho 
purposo not only -if determining the amount 
of land available for agricultural and lumber- 
ing purposes, but also with a view of ascer- 
taining the possibility of constructing, 
economically, a wagon road to be used as a 
highway frnm the sea into tho Chilcotin 
country. On t It o result of tho work a good 
deal depends, and the report will bo awaited 
with keen interest. 

A certain number of men will be appoint- 



ed by tho Government, but as for the men 
who are to do ordinary work their choice 
will bo left to tho surveyors who aro to have 
charge of the parties. 

A COWARDLY ACT. 

Sir Matthew Balllle Begblo Denounces Those 
Who Assault Chinese. 

In tho County court yesterday the Chief 
Justice, sitting as a County court judge, 
heard tho appeal in the caso of Regina vs. 
Thompson, assault on a Chinaman. Mr. 
Gordon Hunter, crown solicitor, appeared 
to maintain the conviction of the Polico 
Magistrate; Mr. S. Perry Mills for the de- 
fendant. 

It will be remembered that Thompson waB 
convicted in the City Polico court a short 
time ago on a charge of striking a China- 
man. Tho assault was entirely unprovoked, 
and, under tho circumstances, in order to 
put a stop to such cases, Magistrate Macrae 
imposed two months' imprisonment, without 
the option of a fine. 

On tho appeal from a polico magistrate to 
a County Court judge, tho whole of the 

idenoe is again gono into, and thia is 
what was done yesterday, tho result being 
that His Lordship agreed with tho magis- 
trate and sustained tho conviction. Then 
came the question of tho penilty. Mr. 
Mills argued that His Lordship, from a long 
and varied experience on the bench, was 
more compotent to deal with a caso of this 
kind than an inexperienced police magis- 
trate. Mr. Hunter urged that His Lordship 
should not weaken the hands of tho magis- 
trate, who had determined to put a stop to 
tho growing practice of "slugging Chinese." 

Sir Matthew, in view of thia being tho 
lirst c 180 of the kind, and tho "only first 
case that would como beforn him," do- 
cided to reduco the penalty to fifteen days ; 
but in so doing, expressed himself very 
strongly on the cowardly practice of assault- 
ing Chinese. He had, he Baid, on occasions 
interfered with his own hands to prevent, 
Chin aneii from being injured. Even small 
boys sometimes were to be seen molesting 
the Celestials, but thoy could be stopped by 
spoakim; to them ; yot if they were encour- 
aged in their abuse, they would doubtless 
grow up to beeomo something worse.

The Port Townsend correspondent of the

claim the vessel. In the meantime a new 
complication has arisen in the case. Tho 
Henrietta has been libelled for debt by pri- 
vate parties and wero District Attorney 
Johnson over so willing to carry out his or- 
ders, ho could not deliver tho veBsel to tho 
British Government until the claims ure ud- 
judicated. The Henrietta, aftor receiving 
the cargo of seal-skins in Alaskan waters and 
subsequently transferring tho cargo to an- 
chor vessel en route to Victoria, in tho open 
sea, proceeded to Hehring Sea. Thero she 
was intercepted and seized by the Ameri- 
can revenue cutters und sent to Sitka for 
trial." 

TO REVIVE TIIK U. P. B. LINE. 

Tho Seattle Post- Intelligencer reports 
that a special meeting of tho Seattle Cham- 
ber of Commerce trustees was held Wed- 
nesday afternoon to coufer with P. C 
Dividge, representative to Samuel Samuels, 
of Yokohama, who owns a number of ocean- 
going steamers. Mr. Davidge went over to 
negotiate with the Union Pacific in regard 
to running a line of steamers in connection 
with that road from Portland to Japan and 
China. The negotiations hung lire, or wero 
interrupted by ouo thing or anothor, and 
Mr. Davidge was returning to Japan, when 
he met J. B. Metcalfe, at Victoria, and the 
subject of having his line make connections 
here with the Great Northern, was broach- 
ed.

now s.iya is sure to come." Thia is drawing 
a very largo draft on tho credulity of ita 
readera. Our contemporary would have 
them beliove that the Liberals must be 
gifted with what tho Scotch call " second 
sight." Thoy must at that early day, while 
Harrison was iu the hey-day of his popu- 
larity, have foreseen that Mr. Cleveland 
would have been chosen as the Democratic 
nominee, that ho would have been elected 
on the tariff iaaue, and that, after his 
election, he would do what he could to pro- 
mute tariff reform. Most of these changes 
appeared at tho last Dominion general 
election very unlikely, and some American 
oiti'zins who pride themselves on their 
shrewdness and Bagacity are ready to declare 
that the last one will not be made. They 
even now believe, or affect to believe, that 
the Democratic party will not cirry out 
their election pledges, and that tho tariff 
will bo left by them pretty much us they 
f jund it. Yot the Liberals foresaw all that 
h ia happened in the United States sinco 
fclicy adopted tho policy of unrestricted 
reciprocity; but they could not foresee their 
• o.vn defeat at the polls, they could not fore- 
3:e Mr. Blake's defection and his repudia- 
tion of their policy, and they could not 
f oreBee the series of disheartening disasters 
they Buffered in the bye-elections. It ia 
e.irious that the Liberals should bo ao clear- 
sighted as to the future in one diroction, 
and ao lamentably blind in another. 

The sober, prosaic truth ia, the Liberals 
■wore ready to swallow the forty-nino per 
cont. American tariff for tho sake of the 
supposed advantages of reciprocity, and 
some of them would have gone further than 
tbiit ; they would, in order to obtain unre- 
stricted reciprocity, sell their allegiance to 
the Americans. The history of that time ia 
fresh iu the miuda of tho Canadian people. 
They know that thero was no promise of 
loworiug the United States tariff, and but a 
very poor proapoct of the policy of tariff 
revision, being; accepted by the people. 
They know, too, that the Liberals who 
advocated commercial union with the States 
sr unrestricted reciprocity wero ready to 
aaoriQco Canadian industries and to make 
Canada the slaughter market of the Ameri- 
can manufacturers. And tho surrender was 
to bo, on their part, an unconditional ono. 
Thero was no expectation of tariff reform in 
the States in the near future. Tho most 
gifted of the Liberals could no moro see into 
the future than the ordinary man into a 
millstone, 



cle of tho Toronto Empire of tho 4th inst., 
arrows how tho inquiry is proceeding and 
who thoy aro that the ministers conducting 
tho investigation want to meet : 

Meantime, however, tho work goes on, 
and all classes of tho peoplo who caro to 
make known their needs in connection with 
the tariff, or who have special knowledgo 
upon any brunch of the inquiry, will be 
fully heard at tho various plucea where tho 
inquiry ia being made. To ensure bona Cdo 
atatementa made by practical men it was 
necessary to restrict tho publicity of tho 
examination. 'Otherwise it would have ro- 
solved itself into a display of political pyro- 
technics by men who merely wished to got 
their names bifuro tho public in connection 
with soma fiscal fad or tariff tinkering pro- 
position. The buainess end and aim of tho 
investigation would havo boen completely 
and necessar ily loBt sight of. 

As it is, tho matter becomes ono in which 
all aro interested. If a farmer, a manufac- 
turer in a large way or in a very amull one, 
an artisan or an importer, feels that tho 
tariff pinohes in somo particular direction 
or allows unfair competition in some other 
direction, let him go and point it out to tho 
Minister when the opportunity offera. 



THE TARIFF INVESTIGATION. 

It wub said by some of tho Liberal no«s- 
papers that the Government's inquiry with 
respect to trie tariff would bo a sham, und 
that none but the manufacturers would havo 
a chance of being heard by tho investigating 
ministers. Iu thia case, as in many others, 
tho wish was, no doubt, tho father of the 
thought. They hoped that the inquiry 
would bo a sham, and thoy consequently de- 
clared that the Government did not want 
information, und that only those whom they 
favored and would tell them what they 
wanted to know would got a hearing. That 
thero was no truth in thia wo wero convinc 
«d, und wo aro glad to Bee that tho Govern- 
muirt MB laking the proper steps to let the 
country know that thoy want information 
•with respect to tho operations of tho turiff 
frain men of all occupationa and all parties. 
The following passugo from the louding arti- 



THE WORLD'S FAIR. 

People who havo read 'accounts of the 
opening of tho groat Chicago Exhibition 
will nuturally be curious to know what in- 
telligent men who have seen othor exposi- 
tions of llro world's industries in Europe and 
America think of it. Thero ia ao much 
pulling in these days that the newspaper 
reador, when ho sees any place or show or 
commodity highly praised, i3 apt to think 
that tho praise is paid for at so much a line- 
that, in other words, the urticlo or letter, or 
whatever shape the eulogy may take, ia an 
advertisement. It ia very hard to get rid 
of thia distrust and suspicion, Advertiao- 
ments take so many forma in theso days that 
it ia sometimes very difficult for even tho 
veteran newspaper rouder to distinguish bo- 
tween puff and an honest and disinterested 
commendation; so when he aces a glowing 
description of the big exhibition, ho cannot 
help being on his guard. 

We see in the San Francisco Chronicle of 
tho 7th threo Chicago letters from the cor- 
respondents of three European newspapers. 
One was written by an Englishman, tho 
second by a Frenchman and tho third is 
tho production of the pen of a German. 
Wo believe that tho object of each of the'se 
three writers is to give the readers of 
the paper for which he writes his unbiassed 
opinion of tho exhibition. Tho letters, it 
seems to us, bear tho impress of sincer ity 
and earnestness. Tho Englishman, after 
telling the reader whero he has been and 
tho strange and remarkable things he has 
seen, goes on to soy : 

We havo had electric exhibitions and fish- 
ing exhibitions and machinery exhibitions 
and Hower shows and picture shows by the 
scoro, but never before congregated together 
and amalgamated conveniently like this. 
You are no longer bewildered and distract- 
ed. If you want to study the transportation 
of tho world you cxn go in thero and bury 
yourself with steamboats and steam engines 
and railway carriages and bicycles all day. 
If you love fl iwers you can shut yourself in 
and inhale tho perfume of garden and forest, 
tho scents of the East und tho West, the 
rose of the English garden, the priceless 
orchids of ludiu und Japan. If you are at- 
tached to arts you can say good-by to wheels 
and mechanism and enjoy a day dream with 
aome of the greatest modem puiuters, living 
or dead. It you love women — and who does 
not? — if you admire their talent, their in- 
dustry, their genius, in theso days of freo- 
dom and emancipation, you can devote 
yourself wholly to woman's work and see 
the products of their lively miuda und buay 
fingers. 

The Frenchman ia more enthusiastic. 
Thia is how he begins his letter : 

"No journalist, no historian, no painter, 
no architect, no lecturer can find words or 
ideas to sufficiently describe, to make one 
understand, to appreciate, to see this 
World's Fair." That is what I cabled tho 
Figaro last Monday after the inauguration 
ceremonies. I also telegraphed that it 
would be necessary to invent a new word to 
Berve the press and the public in expreaaing 
admiration of thia exhibition and of the 
White City in which it ia being held. 
Wonderful, magnificent, colossal, enormoua, 
beautiful — such expressions appear common- 
place when applied to the World's Fair. It 
ia something greater, more noble, more 
astonishing, more remarkable, more wonder- 
ful, moro marvelous, moro beautiful than all 
these words combined. Behindhand, of 
course it is; within tho limits of huinin 
possibility it could not bo otherwise. It 
takes hundreds of yeara to build a cathedral. 
Why shouldn't it talto a long while to eon- 
etruct a city of palacea. 

Prosaic mutter of fact Anglo-Saxons may 
consider thia extravagant, but thero ia a 
ring of truthfulness in tho sentencca that 
almost forces one to admit that tho corres- 
pondent believed every word that he wroto. 

Tho German ia enthusiastic, but in a dif- 
ferent way. lie ad mirea what ho sees. Ho 
ia deeply impressed, but ho writea with 
Teutonic rellcctiveriesa. Ho philosophises 
on tho exhibition. Tho following paragraph 
contains his estimate of tho great show : 

ThiB World's Fair conception will remain 
a lasting monument for ono ol tho iinctt 
and most gifted artista tho world haa ever 
seen, and it is truly tragical that this sub 
lime spirit had to vaniah before seeing tho 
accomplishment of his ideas. The fair ia 
truly American, as woll in tho fantastic 
scale on which it was invented aa in the 
boldness which placed a concentration of 
the whole world's civilization next to the 
borders of tho uncultured world. Tho his- 
tory of tho development of all world'a fairs, 
heretofore hold, can only bo compured with 
the battle of steel guns against ateel armor, 
inuamuch us eueh time moro immense build- 
inga hud to bo constructed only to be filled 
each time with a more immense muss of ox- 
hibila. In this respect is tho Krupp cannon 
a fit Bymbol for the Chicago Fair, it being 
the highest achievement of this particular 
trado. But if tho possibilities of human 
naturo to enjoy und control impressions is 
any scale to tho udmittublo sizo of a world's 
fair, now the climax ia certainly reached, if 
not surpassed. ' 

This is how tho Exhibition strikes theso 
educated and travelled men of different na- 
tions. They all admire it and all bear tes- 
timony to ita vaatnoss, its beauty, and ita 
comprehensiveness, They apeak of tho Ex- 
hibition aa u whole. Thoy let us seo the 
impression which its gonoral effect lcavea on 
tho mind of the intelligent obsorvor. Thoy 
lead their readers to believe that tho World's 



Fair is something well worth seeing, and 
that a judicious examination ul even part of 
it may be almost regarded as a liberal edu- 
cation. 



CUBA'S BURDENS. 

Tho standing army of Cuba, although its 
population is about ono million and a half, 
is aome twenty-aix thousand men. This is a 
largor army than tho sixty fivo millions in 
tho United States aro required to support. 
Tho annual revenue ia $'20,000,000, which 
is about a quarter of tho incomoof tho wholo 
peoplo. Tho money is not expended in de- 
veloping tho resources of the country, or in 
building and maiutuining public works. 
Hulf the revenue is required to pay the 
iutorest on tho public debt and half the re- 
mainder is appropriated for tho maintenance 
of tho largo standing army. It may be in- 
ferred from this that tho Cubana havo many 
grievances and that ita Govornmont is tho 
reverse of a blessing. This Dominion, 
which baa a population of fivo millions, has 
no standing army at all, und a few hun- 
dreds of mounted polico aro all that aro 
needed to keep tho Iudiuus of tho plains in 
order. Although very little money is spent iu 
Canada for military purposes, there aro 
some in the country who complain of tho 
expenditure. How would theso people feel 
if tho Government spent one-fourth of tho 
rovenue on tho army and kept a host of 
armed men iu readiness to keep them quiet 
and contented ? The moro wo hear of the 
way in which Cuba is governed tho moro wo 
wonder that tho peoplo submit to a yoke 
which to all lovers of freedom must be in- 
tolerable.

New York, May 10. — E, A. McDonuld, 
of Toronto, who has been in New York for 
some weeks, it is said organized a syndicate 
to construct an aqueduct Irom Georgian bay 
to Toronto, sixty miles, to supply Toronto 
with domestic! water power.

The 
charges aro reasonable, tho waiters at- 
tentive; everything clean as paradise, 
and a woman feels no more embarrass- 
ment in giving her little order at this 
nico lunch counter than her husband ex- 
periences when ho orders his glass of 
beer and sandwich at a man's lunch 
counter. Tho innovation is a success. 
Ladies wait their turns at the counter. 
It is a groat convenience to business 
women and those who are shopping, and 
there ought to bo more such lunch 
counters in all tho large cities. 

Spealiing of pie and lunches reminds 
me that into a certain restaurant where 
I used to get dinner there came regularly 
every evening a womail with a face so 
sour, despondent and leather/ tbat she 
was a sight to look upon. You V?Ould 
have thought the Inst friend she had on 
earth had just been hanged and she her- 
self was going to the poorhousenext day. 
"Well, I could not tell why sho looked so 
till I saw that every night, month after 
month, winter and summer, sho took for 
dinner a quarter of restaurant mince pio 
and a huge cup of the strongest coffee go- 
ing. Then I knew. 

New York mothers now own half of 
their children. A club of ladies, the 
Woman's Educational and Industrial 
tmlon 9? Buffalo, has been pegging 
away for yesKS trying to induce the 
New York legislfrtiirP t( > pass a law 
"making mothers joint guardians tvitu 
the fathers of their children. Other so- 
cieties and individuals helped in tho 
effort, and at length the law was passed. 
Governor Flower, that good woman's 
rights niaa, approved it at ouce. 

Mrs. G. H. Timpson is a successful 
undertaker or "funeral director," as is 
now the fashion to call it, and is in busi- 
ness in New York cityin her own name. 

In six states of the Union mothers and 
fathers aTe tho joint guardians of their 
children. In all the rest tho father owns 
tho young ones as absolutely as if their 
mother was no kin to them. In somo of 
the states ho owns tho mother, too, pre- 
cisely as if she were his slave. 

Thero is money, there is health, there 
is independence, likewise happiness, in 
small fruit culture, flower culture, poul- 
try raising and beekeeping. Women who 
go into any ono or two of these occupa- 
tions judiciously and perseveringly will 
bo richly rewarded. Of course tho place 
chosen innst be convenient to a city mar- 
ket. I wonder often why more women 
do not go into theso branches of business. 
They seem peculiarly adapted to our sex. 
Tho taste for tho refined and .'esthetic in 
articles that please both the palate and 
tho eye grows with our population, and 
every year there is greater market for 
tho products above named, 

By vote of the authorities of the Swe- 
denborgian church all offices in that de- 
nomination aro now open to women, and 
women may be ordained as preachers.

Esquimult & Nanaimo Railivay Co. va, 
The Outch — Aotiou for damages by collision. 
The plaintiff's vessel Joan and the Cutch, 
both moored at the same wharf (Gordon's 
wharf, Nanaimo) were advertised to leavo 
at the same hour, 7 a.m. Both east off 
within a few seconds of each other. Both 
were endeavoring to leave tho harbor by 
the South channel, but a short distance be- 
fore entering it, they came into collision, 
under the circumstances mentioned in the 
judgment. Tho Joan having suffered con- 
siderable injury brought this action for 
damages. 

The argument and witnesses occupied the 
whole of thei2rjth and 27th inst. Mr. C. E. 
Pooley, Q.C., for the plaintiffs, Mr. E. V. 
Bodwell (with him Mr. Irving) for the 
defendants. 

Twenty eighth April, lS9;i.— Sir Mat- 
thew B Bigbio, LJ.A., now delivered 
judgment as follows : 

This e ise has been spmewhat embarrassed 
by the different views taken of the facts by 
tho witnesses for tho plaintiffs and defend- 
ants; a difference not altogether unpre- 
cedented in the case of maritime collisions, 
and naturally accounted for by tho well- 
known, although unaccountable, sympathy 
that every man feels for tho' vessel in which 
ho happens to be; by tho suddenness and 
unforeseen nature, iu general, of all colli 
sious; and by tho erroneous views too often 
taken by the masters of vessels of their 
own rights and of the rights of others. 

Tho evidence, which lias occupiod the 
Court nearly eleven hours on two days, 
refers wholly and entirely to events which, 
in fact, from li rat to last, were commenced 
and concluded in sight minutes of time on 
tho morning of Nov. 10, 1892. 

A great ileal of contradictory evidence 
was given upon a preliminary, and I think, 
an immaterial point, viz : which of the two 
colliding vessels was the first to leave the 
wharf ; the master and mate and some pas- 
sengers on board the Cutch alleging (what, 
she also iusista upon in her preliminary act) 
that the Cutch was clear of the wharf at 
which they had both peacefully lain all 
night, i. e. , had all her lines thrown oil' bo- 
foro the loan. Upon this point, however, 
I am quite clear that they are all in error. 
Verbally perhaps, and tor a moment two of 
tho Cutcli's lines were the first removed 
from the mooring pile; she had come into tho 
wharf on the 18th, later than the Joan, and 
her head aud spring lines were thrown over 
the Joan's, so that it was necessary to re- 
move them in order to let the Joan's lines 
go, and that ia what the wharfinger says ho 
did, but ho immediately, and as soon as 
over he had lifted the Joan's lines, replaced 
the Cutch'a lines on tho pile ; and ho says ho 
cleared the Joan first, and that he saw her 
completely detached from tho wharf, al- 
though quite alongside of it, before ho cast 
off tho last line of tho Cutch, and while the 
Cutch was atill swinging to her stern lino 
Other quite independent witnesses (Mr. 
Thompson and Mr. Jeuseu) also saw from 
tho shore that tho Joan was free while the 
Cutch was atill fast. Now, in weighing 
these contradictory statements, we must 
consider that the wharfinger's business was 
to free these lines ; that none of the defend- 
ants' witnesses handled or could have han- 
dled tho Uutch'd ropes, or could prubably 
have seen ex.ictly what tho wharfinger did 
with them, or could see tho Joan's linos ; 
that all the defendants' witnesses were 
either crew or passengers on board the 
Cutch, and so, pliable to tho mysterious t>yn\- 
patl:y already attested to ; aud that the 
wharfinger's statement is supported not 
only by tho Joan's crew, but by independent 
witnesses, I am quite clear that the Joan 
was the first to get clear of the wharf. 
And tho chief conclusion I drew from 
all this evidence of the defendants 
was, that they placed great reliance 
upon the point, which vessel cast cIT first 
(which I consider quite immaterial us re- 
gards the actual collision), and imagined 
that it gave them priority of right of entry 
iuto the South channel (by which both ves- 
sels proposed to leive the harbor), whereas 
that would depend entirely upon the subse- 
quent manoB jvres of the two vessels ; and I 
think this erroneous notion of right prob 
ably influenced the subsequent conduct of 
the Cutch and the views of her master. 
And the positiveuess with which the ditch's 
witnesses swore to these things, which 
could not havo been within their own 
knowledge, and as to which they were 
clearly iu error (although there is no sug- 
gestion against their firm belief that they 
were right), very much impairs the force of 
their statements upon other points which 
they believe they saw. 

The defendants case is that sho got clear 
of Gordon's wharf beforo the Joan, aud so 
obtained a prima facie i iy lit of priority of 
leaving the harbor, by such channel ua sho 
might select; that she was the first to get 
into the open harbor, and was making at a 
moderate speed for for tho South channel, 
us the leading ship, with the Joan on her 
starboard quarter, when the latter exerting 
her full power overlook the Cutch, and, 
making for the wrong side (viz., tho port 
side) of the South channel, for which they 
were both b mud, threw herself at full speed 
on the ditch's bow, who was actually re- 
versing her screw to mitigate the force of 
the collision which the extraordinary con 
duct of the Joan had rendered inevitable; 
the Cutch being thus entirely innocent, and 
the Joan guilty of various infractions of the 
:Ies of tho Navigation Act : As an Over- 
ig ship she ought to have kept out of 
Cutch'a way (Art. 20.) There being 
if collision, the Joun outjht to have 
ened her tpced (Art. 18.) Moreover, 
oau, intending to leavo by the south 
lei, ought to have left, by the South or 
.... . oard side, and wua guilty of 
misconduct in endeavoring to 
to the north aide (Art. 21 ) 
all this there are aeveral answers. In 
■at place, it is clearly made out in the 
.n of myself and assessors that tho

As already inti- 
mated, the mere fact of caBting looao did 
not confer on either vessol tho unqualified 
right of being the first to take the channel, 
whatever expectations the Cutch 
id on her supposed priority were 
>d on a complete misconception of the 
and this double error, Loth of the facts 
the rights founded on those facts pro- 
influenced tho subsequent conduct 
lief of tho master. In tho next place, 
■ - * a very careful measurement of (lis- 
and beatings as given by the defend- 
hemselves, quite irrespective of tho 
II'h witness, or of the natural proba- 
>f the case, tho assessors havo come to 
iclusiou that it is quite impossible 
o Joan, which waa alwaya on tho 
btarboard hand of tho Cutch, could over 
have been abaft her beam; and therefore 
that tho Cutch'a second contention that she 
was tho leading vessel at the start for 
tho South channel, is equally devoid of 
foundation. It ia true, some of Lho pas- 
sengor witnesses of tho Cutch, and one or 
two others on board, were of opinion that 
the Joan waa at the commencement of their 
course abaft the Cutcli's beam : which would 
tnako tho Joan a following or overtaking 



ahip within Art. 20. But the times and dis- 
tances and bearinga given by tho master and 
other skilled witnesses on tho Cutch (the 
defendants' own witnesses) quite contradict 
this : though it would, of course, be possi- 
ble that in turning and twisting in tho 
neighborhood of the Babcook shu might 
momentarily have turned her quarter to- 
wards tha Joan. That would havo been an 
accident merely : but wo arc of opinion that 
it never did so happen ; and that iu fact 
during all her maiueuvrea in tho harbor, alio 
had the Outeh forward of her beam. Aud 
then when wo look at the plaintiffs' wit- 
nesaes — they produce three who aro quite in- 
dependent of either ship : Mr. Thompson, 
Mr. Jenaen and tho niato of the Quadra, 
who all agree as to tho relativo position of 
the vessels, viz : That the Joan was from 
the time when the Cutch first begun to 
move her head towards tho South chan- 
nel, always nearer than the Cutoh "to that 
channel. And the probabilities of the case 
ure so great in the same direction that it 
would require the greatest unanimity of tes- 
timony to make ono believe that the Cutch 
could ever havo been the leading ship. Sho 
hail on leaving tho wharf eight points, an 
entire right angle, to make good more than 
tho Joan, beforo she could head for tho chan- 
nel. On backing out it would manifestly be 
her natural manoeuvre to turn her stern 



as being duo to tho default of tho Cutch. 

But then, was tho Cutch alone in default? 
Upon this point Mr. Bodwell urged Art. 18, 
which says that overy steamor approaching 
another so as to iuvolvo risk of collision 
shall slacken speed, or stop and reverse if 
necessary. Now, as to this, it is to bo ob- 
served that tho whole of theso rules are in- 
tended to provent collisions, if possible; and 
that it is th« most mischievous pedantry to 
insist on a literal compliance with a rulo 
when such compliance would increase tho 
probability of a colliaion, Now, tho posi- 
tion of tho Joan was this : She was making, 
probably as fast as sho could, though she 
had perhaps not acquired full headway, for 
what wo think was a proper way of entering 
tho South channel. Sho saw tho Cutch com- 
ing down on her port bow, probably hot quite 
so fa3t as herself, but yet fast. Sho would 
say, "Cutch has, under Art. 10, to keep out 
of my way, she will probably slacken speed, 
perhaps pass under my stern, though sho 
seems, like myself, to prefer to make for 
tho north aido of tho mooring buoys. If I 
slacken speed, under S. 218, I shall very 
likely run into her. If sho keeps on as at 
present and I slacken I shall certainly run 
into hor, and then I shall he liablo for dam- 
ages; I should be in default under Art. 22. 
Much my beat plan is to keop my courso ac- 
cording to that Article; if Cutch slows down

It would be 
mathematically impossible that the Joan, 
throwing herself ai the rate of ten knots per 
hour across the bow of the Cutoh, nearly 
stationary, as tho defondunta' witnesses 
would appear to suggest, could cause the in- 
juries described and not disputed, viz., a 
cleft nearly perpendicular to her beam. If 
tho injuries were occasioned, as tho de- 
fendants contend, the rent would extend in 
a direction from the stem of the Joan to- 
wards her stern, and would bo mainly ex- 
ternal, without much penetration. 

But if two vessels of nearly tijual 3ize and 
speed, of equal momentum, collide at an 
angle of about 15 deg., the injury will ex 
tend inwards into the vessel that receives 
the shock, in a direction ueirly perpedicu- 
lar to her beam. This will be apparent on 
drawing the necessary diagram so ua to 
show the resultant thruat : tho impetus of 
t'ie recipient being exactly represented by 
an equivalent thruat in the direction oppo- 
site to her motion. That is to say, the iu- 
jury ir.tlicted and shown to have been suf- 
fered by the Joan, ia exactly explained by 
the plaintiff's account of the position and 
speed of the vessels, though their witnesses 
did not seem to understand that ; and is 
(piite irreconcileablo with tho circumstances 
suggested hy the defendants, 

Neither is there any force in the defend- 
ant's contention that the Joun ought to 
have entered the South channel close on the 
Starboard hand, and to tho southward of 
the mooring buoy, Art. 21, and that it was 
improper navigation for her to attempt to 
puss to the north of the buoys. If the 
Cutch were, as the defendants contend, the 
leading vessel, surely it was equally her 
duty to make for the youth .var'l of the buoys; 
but, she waa herself making for the north 
aide. In fact, I am advised that on tho 
evidence and the statement of the practice, 
it ia a reasonable and proper course of care 
fill navigation, having regard to the risk of 
lines from the buoys to t he wharves, and 
other matters, to pass to the north of these 
buoys, especially when another vessel ia 
lying between the mooring buoys. Neither 
vessel was in fault in this respect, I be- 
lieve the Cutoh did, in fact, go to the star- 
board side of the channel, south of the 
buoys, after the collision. 

The Cutch, therefore, we consider to be 
in fault, under Act 10, which throws upon 
her the dutv of keeping cut of the way of 
the Joan/ Even if the Joan had been ut- 
terly mismanaged, had been steering a 
wrong couraa— it was the duty of the Cutch 
to keep out of her way ; to take all possible 
precautions to prevent a collision. Now, 
what precautions did sho take? None 
whatever ; except stopping and reversing 
hor engine two or three seconds before im- 
pact ; when such a stoppage could produce 
no sensible effect : and, in fact, two inde- 
pendent witnesses who were watching tho 
proceedings, decidedly declined to believe 
that the Cutch ever stopped her engines at 
all. Vet the .loan must havo been in 
eight, and tho possibility of a collision 
evident, if tho Cutch had any sort of r. look- 
out (and if she had none, she is again in 
fault) from tile first moment that she began 
her forward progress, especially if, aa some 
of her witnesses say, that was only about 
300 feet off. It is possible, of course that 
tlio master of the Cutch hud no eyes for 
anything hut his rival the City of Nanaimo, 
just disappearing with a few minutes' start, 
if so, that again makes him in default. A 
muster cannot cli-im to be blameless if, 
being on dock, he fails to eco a vessel of his 
own size right ahead, and her own length 
off. 



I theroforo declare the defendant 
ship, the Cutch, to be uloue in 
default, and that the . I oan waa not in any 
default, and there will bo the consequent 
condemnation us to damages and costs re- 
ferred to tho Registrar and Merchants to as- 
certain the amount of damage, 

I cannot concludo without uomc observa- 
tions as to the very aerious consequences of 
allowing several steamers to leave tho 
wharves, especially in narrow waters, at 
the same hour. Iu time of war, when tw 
belligerents aro in u neutral harbor, they 
are never permitted to leavo together, nor 
I believe, uutil after a period of 24 hours, 
In the present case the Cutch and tho City 
of Nanaimo aro not in one sense belligerents, 
They do not fire red hot bullets or shell at 
each other, but they run the manifest risk 
of iutlicting on each other, or on innocent 
neutrals, us tho present case shows, quite as 
important damage und loss, both of prop 
erty and life. Two steamers colliding iu 
the Gulf or bursting their steam chests may 
settle their differences quite as substantially 
by going to tho bottom with all their cargo 
und passengers as they could possibly man 
uge it with the most improved projectiles or 
explosives. And although it was in ovi 
denco that theso vessels never race — that is 
forbidden by tho Pilot rules— yet it waa in- 
genuously confessed that they never meet 
without seeing which of them can go the 
fastest. This the Harbor Master can hardly 
prevent. But a fine of S-'UO upon any 
muster who leaves this confined wharfage 
until some small interval— eight minutes is, 
according to tho present case, far more than 
is necessary— say five minutes after the 
other ; or oven $10 on tho wharfinger who 
throws oil' a liuo earlier, might be effective

lint there is another section which im- 
poses on a colliding ship a duty which sea- 
men generally eagerly accept us a privilege, 
requiring no act of Parliament to command 
them to assist fellow seamen in distress, 
but which was entirely neglected on tho 
present occasion. 1 refer to S. 10. In 
the absence of a ren&onablo excuse, ho 
is to bo taken to he in default. Now, what 
is the reasonable excuse put forward '! That 
the Joan did not whistle. But there was 
no evidence that sho could whistle. Tho 
force of tho blow was so great, and on such 
a part of the ship as to burst the steam gear 
and drive all the engineers from below, the 
steam escaping in clouds. Tho master of 
tho Cutch says he saw nothing of this, 
which seems almost incredible, but, if true, 
it shows that ho was not in a state of at- 
tention properly to conduct tho navigation 
of any ship ; und the accuracy of all his 
disculpatory observations may bo questioned 
if ho did not observe this. His other excuse 
is that there were other ships not far oil"; 
but they wero at anchor, and otioso ; ho 
was on tho spot, with all his crow in hand. 
Life might have boon at stake. If the Joan 
had drifted ashore she might have been a 
total loss, at all events much more enton- 
sively injured. As it was, eho was only 
brought up on tho edge of tho flat, and 
made fast to tho black buoy on the south 
side of tho channel, drifting helplessly in 
high wind across tho tail of the middle 
bank, while the Cutch wont straight on in 
full chase of her rival, the City of Nanaimo. 
I am bound by this section to say that it 
alono fixes the consequences of the collision

Skattle, May 11.— Tho Poat-Intelligen- 
enr yesterday aaid : " The Canadian Paci- 
fic is at last ubout to enter tho Sound 
country by its lino. It can bo atuted on re- 
liable uuthority that D. O. Miila and his aa- 
aociatea in tho BelUngbam Bay & British 
Columbia Railroad company havo made ar- 
rangementa for the salo of tho road to the 
Canadian Pacific. Tho purchaeo is probably 
tho first step in tho extension of the Can- 
adian Pacific into the Sound country. Ever 
sinco the Lake Shore road fell into the hands 
of tho Northorn Pacific, and the Canadian 
Pacific has had to depend for connection 
with this section on tho Bellingham Bay & 
British Columbia to Whatcom and on tho 
Great Northern to Seattle, it has been 
waiting for an opportunity to make 
up for tho loss it sustained in al 
lowing tho Lake Shoro to fall into 
hostile hands. Tho Northern Pacific haa 
been' getting a good deal of buaiuesa fron 
Whatcom over the Bellinghvm Bay & 
British Columbia, and, in fact, the sliingl 
and lumbermen of tho Bay havo been de 
pendtnt upon that roid for an outlet to th 
Eaat until tho Great Northern got ready for 
traffic, as tho Canadian Pacific will not 
take this class of busiutss at current rates, 
Now the Northern Pacific will bo shut out 
of tho Bdy except by steamer connection, 
and the shinglemen will havo to look to tho 
Great Northern to handle their product. 
Having got so far into tho Sound country, 
tho Canadian Pacific is likely to reach out 
further southward. It would ho no difficult 
matter to parallel the Lake Shoro road ; in 
fact, a hotter line in niuny reapects could 
be run, for tho country has been more 
thoroughly explored and tho available 
routca are better known." 

Apropos to tho abovo the Post-Intelli- 
genci.r says to-day : Tho announcement 
that the Bollinghum Bay & British Columbia 
railroad haa been sold to the Canadian 
Pucific ia not admitted to bo truo by M. L. 
Stangroom, genend manager of tho former 
road, and who ia also generul manager of 
the Bellingham Buy Improvement company. 
Ho said laBt night on theaubject: "Thosaio 
haa not been made, nor is it under negotia- 
tion at the present time, but I will admit 
that the matter haB often been talked of, 
and of courae it ia possible that a controlling 
intortat in our road may be Bold to the 
Canadian Pacific in the future, although I 
do not know whether it will or not. At 
any rate wo Bhould not be sorry if such a 
thing should happen, because wo have a 
large amount of real estate and several 
enterprises on tho bay which wo want to 
develop, and it would bo to the interest of 
tho town for tho Canadian Pucific to own tho 
road or to coatrol it. Ono thing is certain, 
tho Canadian Pacifio ia going to have its 
sharo of tho Sound business, und you will 
see it making a bid for business in tkis city 
before long. What >vo want is for that 
business to come throueh our city, whether 
it comes by rail or by boat. Jim Hill tried 
to get control of our road and almost suc- 
ceeded. Of courso all ho wanted with the 
road was to kill it und cut the town oil' from 
a Canadian Pucific connection. Ho has 
already shut us off from getting into St. 
Paul by refusing to mike rates. But the 
Soo line will be finished'by the first of next 
September, and then tho Canadian Pacific 
will be independent of tho Great Northern, 
and it will ho for tho best interests of our 
other interests at Whatcom for our road to 
be owned or controlled by tho Canadian 
Pacific, and wo shall ho very glad to hear 
that such an arrangement has been made. " 

The announcement of tho deal caused uo 
Biirpriso among railroad men, for they all 
said they had been expecting something of 
the kind beforo long. The general opinion 
was that the Canadian Pacific was only try- 
ing to remedy tho mistake it made in letting 
the Lake Shoro road Blip through its fingers 
when that road wub in tho imirket three 
years ugo. Tho next step which is looked 
for is tho construction of u line by tho Cuua- 
dian Pacific to Seattle und even further 
south. A route for such a lino could "... 
found little, if any, longer than the Lulii 
Shore and no more expensive, for there ate 
somo expensivo pieces of work on the latter 
road which could havo beou avoided and 
which, any other road is not likely to repeat.

FINANCIAL FAILURE. 

The .Santa Clara Bank Suspends— Serous Irre- 
gularities Reported- liabilities Still 
Coming to Light. 

San Jose, Cal., May 11. — Tha capital 
stock of tho Santa Clara bank is $300,000. 
There were deposits in the bank at tho last 
statement amounting to $350,000. The de- 
positors will Iobo nothing aa tho stockholders 
arc all men of wealth; their property aggre- 
gating several million dollura. The direct- 
ors meet at 3 p.m., when a Btatement for 
publication will probably he mude. J. P. 
Pierce, president of tho bank, said this af- 
ternoon : "Wo simply closed our doora yea- 
terday in order to inveBtigato some 
irregularities in Mr. Hayward's accounts. 
In all probability we will reopen the bonk 
again in tho near future." It ia reported at 
Santa Clara this afternoon that the develop- 
ments of the expert to day show a much 
worao condition of affairs than waa expect- 
ed, and tho directors are very much de- 
jected over tho situation. They are await 
inu tho arrival of the Htato commissioner. 
Several heavy certificates of deposit about 
which nothing was known have been re- 
ported at the bunk to-day, swelling tho 
amount of tho shortage. President Pierco 
is advocating tho appointment of a receiver 
of tho bank. Pierco ia a millionaire and 
ono of tho heaviest etockholdera. 



NAVAL REGATTA. 

The Boats' Crews of the U. S. Squadron Try 
Their Oarsmanship in the 
North Elver. 

NliW YORK, May 11. — Tho crews from 
tho American men-of-war raced to day for 
prizes, and drow another crowd of visitors 
to the squadron in tho North river. The 
championship men-of-war's crew of tho 
world— that of tho U. S. San Fran- 
cisco — took no part in tho rucea.

An expedition left Quesnelle a few daya 
ago en route for the Nation River, Monsieur 
Samson being the organizer and leader of 
the party. They are taking hia gold trap, 
a new machine for catching gold, with 
them, and expect to paBS sixty tons of dirt 
daily through the trap. H. A. Tissiault, of 
Ottawa, ia Samson's partner, and has furn- 
ibhed the funds for the enterprise. 

The party number about forty persons, 
fifteen white men, Mrs. Stniion and her 
maid, and twenty . Indians. They havo 
taken food, etc., for a long stay, and horses 
and cattle will follow shortly by tho Fort 
George and Stuart's Lake trails. They 
have also with them fifteen live fowls, six 
pet cats nnd four dogs. 

Some idea will bo formed of the journey 
when ono thinks that the distance is not 
less than 350 miles, and that tho boats have 
to be pulled up the river bank by Icdiaua, 
with a current against them of not less than 
ten miles an hour. They havo at least six 
canyons to go through— two on the Fraser 
and four on the Nation Kmr. The boats 
have to be emptied to jro through, aud tho 
freight packed on Uieu'u backs across the 
mountains, 

The boats will go only as. fur as Giscomb 
Portage; the goods are then carried seven 
miles to Summit lake. Thotu the party 
have to build bouts and descend the Crooked 
river to McLcod's lake. From Mcl^d's 
ako they will descend the Parsnip river to 
the mouth of the Nation, and ascend tLat 
>r thirty miles beforo they reach the 
Ic where Monsieur Samson intends to 
(.be gold trap. They are accompanied 
Monsieur A. N. Laperrierei, who wus 
lor live yeai'8 chief of a poat for the Meteor- 
ological Society on Digg'a ialund in Alaska, 
lie wu8 on the survey for tho C. F. R., and 
haa travelled ull over tho Pacific Coaat and 
through California, His experience will, no 
doubt, bo of the greatest somes to thu 1 
party. Dr. J A . pfssiuult r 8nn [ Mj, n8 . eur 

FioSitiult of Ottawa] represents his father, 
and is procured to brave the dangers and 
labots 01 the journey. 

If Mr. Snmson's new invention is a suc- 
cess, miners will he able to take the gold 
from tho bottom of tho deepeat rivera. 
British Columbiana wish them every euc- 
cesa in their undertaking, and await further 
developments with interest. 

People are arriving at Quesnelle daily by 
road and stage. Seventy families aro ex- 
pected this month to tako up land on the 
FraBer. Old Cariboo will again astonish 
tho world when it hua a railway. Great in- 
terest ia being taken ; people are writing 
for information and coming both from the 
Old Country and tho United States. Two 
gentlemen of means arrived laBt week, one 
of whom is a mining expert. They are 
more than pleased with tho prospect und 
are likely to reopen the mines at Vanwinkle 
or Williams' creek. Mr. W. R. Henderson 
has juat arrived from Dundee, Scotland. 
He fills tbe office vacated by Mr. J. Boyd 
as clerk for the Hudson's Bay Company, 
and ia greatly pleased with all ho bus seen 
both in tho lower district and Quesnelle.
